Moat people are unable to tell 
when it is 
p r o p e r time t o set o u t 


strawberry plants. 
It ie a mis 
take to think that the middle ot 
September or the first of Novembei 
or any other particular time is tin 
right time to set plants. 
It is ut 
vastly more importance that the 
soil should be in proper condition 
and the weather right than any 
stated time, 
lf the earth in in a 
good state 
of cultivation and is 
sufficiently moist both on top and 
below set your plants if the season 
has advanced so that there is no 
danger of a drought. 
I would not 
advise to set them before the iirst 
of September, and not then unless 
there is plenty 
moisture in the 
earth. 
This has been an exception­ 
al year. 
It is a year now since the 
drouth began and he earth is not 
yet wet down. 
The past twelve 
month up to Nev. 1st only 24 *8 
inches of rain has fallen while 
twelve months Previous there was 
58 17 inches fell, or 33.1J inches 
more fell last year than this. 
S traw berry 
growers 
w ho have 
usually had their plants m ostly set 
bv Nov. 1st have hardly commenc­ 
ed this year on account of the 
roughtd. 
If th e earth U fairly 
moistened down a few inches with 
the weather dry 
and then a light 
rain to wet down an inch or more 
should fall it would be a good tune 
to set plants. 
We 
have set none 
at all yet, and will 
not until we 
get good 
rains if we have to wait 
until J a n u a ry . 
Indeed we set ou 
1000 straw berry plants on th e doth 
day of J a n u a ry , 
1898 and 
we 
nicked 56 quarts 
from them th at 
year. 
If plants 
are set o u t when 
it is dry as it is 
now, they are not 
only 
more 
liable to 
die, 
“ Ut 
tnose th a t live will not sta rt oil to 
grow and become vigorous and pro­ 
ductive plants as those planted 
later when the earth is sufficiently 
moist. 
As a rule straw berry deal­ 
ers th in k it is 
none of their busi­ 
ness whether plants live or die so

good state 
of cultivation and is 
sufficiently moist both on top ami 
below set your plants if the season 
has advanced so that there is no 
danger of a drought. I would not 
advise to set them before the first 
of September, and not then unless 
there is 
plenty 
moisture in Un­ 
earth. 
This has been an exception­ 
al vear. 
It is a year now since the 
drouth began and he earth is not 
yet wet down.

month up to Nov. 1st only 2 A M
